G..S.R. 687(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 of the Sugar 
Development Fund Act, 1982 (4 of 1982), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Sugar Development Fund Rules, 1983, namely: - 

1- (1) These rules may be called the Sugar Development Fund (Second 

Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Sugar Development Fund Rules, 1983, (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in rule 2, after clause (b), the following clause shall be inserted, namely;- 

“(bb)” “bank rate”, means the standard rate as made public by the Reserve Bank 
of India under section 49 of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934) and 
prevailing on the date of disbursement of the instalment of the loan by the 
Government; 77 . 

3. In the said rules, in rule 16, in sub-rule (9), in clause (iii), - 

(i) for the figure and words “9 per cent per annum”, the words, “two per 
cent below the bank rate” shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the words “six percent per annum” the words, “two per cent below 
the bank rate 7 shall be substituted; 

4. In the said rules, in rule 17,- 

(i) in sub rule (3), in clause (a), for the figure and words “9 per cent per 
annum”, the words, “two per cent below the bank rate” shall be 
substituted.
